The Social Democratic Party of 
America declares that life, libert}* 
and happiness for every man, wo¬ 
man and child are conditioned up¬ 
on eijual jiolitical and economic 
rights. 

That private ownership of the 
means of production .ind distrib¬ 
ution of wealth has caused society 
to sjilit into two distinct classes 
with conllicting interests, tlie small 
posse'rsing class of cajiitalists or ex¬ 
ploiters of the labor force of otliers 
and the cvcr-incrcasiiig large dis- 
posse.SSeJ class Ilf W .Igc-Wi.l uClS, 
who arc deprived of the social ly-due 
share of their product. 

That ea]iitali.sin, the jirivate 
owiiershi]i Ilf the means uf pro- 
duetiiiii, is rcspimsihlc for tlie iii- 
Seeiirity (ifsulisisteiiec, the poverty, 
misery and degradation of the ever¬ 
growing majority of our iicoplc. 

That tlie same economic forces 
wJiich have produced and imw in- 
tensily the eapitalist system, will 
comjiel till* adoption of Soeialism, 
the colleelive ownership of llic 
means of pnidnctiuii for the com- 
mun good and W'lfare, or result in 
tlie deslnietion of eivilizalion. 

Tliat the trade union moveuieiit 
and in(lep(>iiilent jioiitieal action 
are the chief emancipating factors 
of the working class, the one rep- 
resenting its economic, the other 
its political wing, and that Imth 
must Co-operate toaliolisli the cap¬ 
italist system of production and 
distriliution.

The wage-workers and all those 
in sympathy with their historical 
mission to realize a higher civiliza¬ 
tion should sevei coniiectioii with 
all capitalist and reform parties 
and unite w ith the SoeialDemociat- 
ic Party of America. 

The control of political power by 
till* Social Democratic Party will 
be tantamount to the uholition of 
capitalism and of all class rule. 

The solidarity of laliur connect¬ 
ing us willi millions of class-con- 
cious fellow-workers throughout the 
civilized world will lead to Inter¬ 
national Socialism, the brulherlioud 
of man. 

As steps in this direction, wc 
make the following demands: 

1. Revi.sion of our aiitiijnatcd 
Federal (.'onstitution, in order to 
remove the ohstaeles to full and 
com]ilete control of goveriiinenl by 
all tlie people, irrespective ol sex.

5. Reduction of the hours of 
labor in proiiortion to the increas¬ 
ing tacilitics of production. 

6. The inauguration of a system 
of public works anc improvements 
for the employment of a large 
number of the unemjiloved, the 
public credit to he utilized for that 
purpose. 

7. All useful inventions to be 
free to all, the inventor to he re¬ 
munerated by the puhlie. 

8. l.ahor legislation to he made 
national instead of local, and inter¬ 
national 'where possible. 

9. National insurance of working 
people against accidents, lack of 
eniidoymenl and old age. 

10. Equal civil and political 
rights for men and women, and the 
abolition of all laws discriminating 
against women. 

11. The adoption of the Initiative 
and Referendum, and the right of 
recall of representatives by the 
voters. 

12. Abolition of war as fara.sthe 
United States are concerned and 
the introduction ot international 
arbitration instead. 


Demands For Farmers. 

The Social Democratic Party of 
America does not hope for the 
establishment of social order 
through the increase of misery, 
but oil the contrary expects its com¬ 
ing through the determined, united 
efforts of the workers of both city 
nnd country to gain and u.«e the 
pdlitic.il power to Ih.at end. In 
view of this we adopt the follow¬ 
ing platform for the jiurposo of 
uniting the workers in the country 
w itii those in tlie city : 

J. -Vo more puhlie land to he 
sold, hill to be utilized by the Un¬ 
ited .States or the stale directly for 
the public heiielit, or leased to 
larmer.s in small parcels of not over 
040 acres, the state to make strict 
regulations as to imiiroveiueiit and 
cidtivation. Forests and water¬ 
ways to he put under direct con¬ 
trol of tlie nation. 

2. Cons!ruction of grain tleva- 
tor.s, magaziiie.s and cold storage 
huildings by the nation, to he used 
liy the farmers at cost. 

o. The jioslal, railroad, tele¬ 
graph and leleplioiie services to he 
united, tliat every iio.-it and niilro.ad 
station sliall also be a telegraph 
and telephone center. 'I’elephone 
service for farmers, as for residents 
of cities, to lie at cost. 

4. A uniform postal rate for the 
transportution of agricultural jiro- 
ducts on all railroails. 

5. Public credit to be al the dis¬ 
posal of counties and towns frr the 
improvement of roads and soil and 
for irrigation and drainage. 

S. D. P. and Trades Unionism,

‘'File Workers,’ by Walter A. 
W'yekofl'. is a modestly written ac- 
eiiiint of a young stiideiii of .sociol¬ 
ogy, who. III order to study at lirst 
hand the conditions of labor, star-! 
ted out jieiiiiiless, and led for twn: 
years the life of an iii.skilled wurk-i 
man. 'I he list of his roles included | 
ditch-digger. scavenger, waiter.! 
hotel jiorter, lumberman, farm I 
hand, etc. 

‘•'Fhe author has been jiraised in! 
some ijuarters for imt •theorizing' 
or jirojiosing any remedies for the 
evils he saw . An easy-going jiub¬ 
lie is much obliged lo him tor 
amusing them wiili his siory, and 
ii liaining from boring them with 
imeoinforlable theories about mak¬ 
ing tilings better. 'I’osjieak f'•ankly. 
to IIS the writer seem.s to lake this 
jiosilion rather from necessity than 
from eoinjilaisanee. He lia> aji- 
jiareiilly a mind quite in ajiable of 
making large dediielions. It is in¬ 
terested in detail.' and quite taken 
uji with them, this for the curious 
reason that the writer is by nature 
hazy, vague, emotional, and feels 
—as siieli natures frequently do— 
a liuunling desire to come in con¬ 
tact with reality. Such jieojile 
are, for itislunee, never (jiiite cer¬ 
tain that a stone is hard, and have 
to go out and take hold of one to 
assure themselves of the fact. Con¬ 
sider the lack of imagination and 
the weak sense of reality which 
lu'cessitates a man’s digging and 
breaking stone and ehojijiing wood 
before he can be (jiiite sure how it 
feels to be tired and hungry! i 

‘•.Moreover, in all such cases of 
artificial endeavor, the real ei-sence 
of the situation is missed. 'Fhe! 
real didieully and sorrow of the: 
lives of hard workers lie. lirst. in 
the hojielessness of their jiosilion. j 
and this the rich young man—who; 
has come down to ••study" them 
(as though they were beetles or 
something) and can return to his 
liixiiriou.s villa with its butler and' 
ehamjiagne eoe.rtails at any moment. 
he desires—cannot know. 'I’hat isj 
to say. he eaniiot know it ‘by ex-! 
jierienee, the way w e are told that, 
such knowledge must eonie; on the 
eoiitrary. he can know it—and in 
this way only—by the aid of ima¬ 
gination and intelligence if he hav<‘' 
, them in siillieieiit ijiiantities. 

I “Again, thi' w riter masijuerading 
as worker had no family weighing 
ujion him, he had good health and 
he had no^fear forthe future. And 
yet he thought by merely working 
side by side w ith 'Fhe Workers he 
could come to know their lives!" 

'Fhe alnive is in error to some 
extent. -Mr. Wyekolf did suggest 
a remedy in a feeble way—a most 
absurd remedy. He said that if 
the jieojile wduhl only go back to 
Iheeountry from the edies all would 
be merry as a marriage' b“ll, and 
the social and industrial jiioblem 
would fade away, ira la la! When 
he began his account he showed 
traces of Socialistic feeling and 
ninny exjieeted that he wonld at 
least hint at the Socialistic remedy 
forthe ills he jiainted, before he 
got through. 'Fhe ^•usJ)ieion is 
(juite strong, however, that that 
[Princeton jirofessorsliiji timjiered 
his closing ehajiters.
